The farm had 30 acres in oats, 
10 in wheat, and all these acres 
were sowed in lespedeza. When 
the grain is cut the despedeza is 
up for pasture, and can be cut 
for hay ane combined for seed. 

The farm also has 35 acres in 
cotton. The boll weevil is threat- 
ening: and while we were there, 
some hands were “mopping” the 
cotton. This is an early poisoning, 
and one which makes me stre I! 
wouldn’t care to grow  cofton. 
Every stalk of cotton must be 
touched with a stick which has 
one end covered with a rag dipped 
in poisoned molasses. The boll 
weevil eats this and dies. There 
are several thousand stalks in just 
a few acres of cotton. The cared- 
for land produces an average of 
a bale to the acre. 

John is proud of his hybrid corn. 
Last year he averaged a little 
more than 5? bushels per acre. The 
average Georgia yield is 12 1-2 
bushels per acre. 

The hybrid corn saves a lot of 
work. It is plowed only two or 
three times and then laid by. 

I enjoved visiting the Richard- 
sons, and went away feeling good 
because of their enthusiasm and 
planning for the future. 

Next we stopped at J. P. Simp- 
son's dairy farm. He started the 
hard way, buying al! his feed. But 
he learned quickly, and today his 
neighbors look up to him as a 
leader in his field. He is doing a 
very fine job developing pastures 
and Winter grazing. 

Temporary pastures, usually of 
rve grass and crimson clover, 
sowed in early September, great- 
lv increased Winter milk produc: 
tion. A herd which in January was 
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producing 76 gallons per day was 
turning in 146 gallons in May. 

He has about 80 acres in perma- 
nent pasture. largely Dallas grass, 
lespedeza, and white Dutch clover. 
He also has in 30 acres of the rel- 
atively new Lidano clover, which 
stays green longer than white 
Dutch, which it most resembles. — 

He car graze one cow to the 
acre. In the West 10 acres per cow 
is considered good grazing. 

Mr. Simpson was in the whole- 
sale meat business until 22 years 
ago, when he went into dairying. 
He has made a success of it, and 
is a real asset to Georgia agricul- 
ture and to the developing econo- 
my of Middle Georgia.

We, the members of the May-June, 
1947, Grand Jury, herewith respectfully 
submit to the Court the Jury's present- 
ments: 

Not being an investigating Grand Jury, 
we have reviewed and studied the pre- 
sentments of previous Grand Juries and 
find that many merited and important 
recommendations have not been effec- 
tively carried out, resulting in a waste 
of valuable time of outstanding citizens 
with little benefit to the county. 


1. CONTINUITY OF STUDY. 


As there is no provision for Grand 
Juries to continue in office after the end 
of their term and, as often the case, they 
are working on mA&tters requiring contin- 
ued study. we feel that a great good may 
come from incoming Grand Juries taking 
up the study where previous Grand 
Juries leave off 

Furthermore. 
should review 


incoming Grand Juries 
presantments of previous 
Grand Juries atid see that proper con- 
sideration is given their presentments 
and recommendations 

We find in some cases as many as five 
Grand Juries reported obvious faults in 
the operation of our loca! and state gov- 
ernments, on which there has been no 
action taken. 

Grand Jury service is one of the most 
important functions of our government 
and often misunderstood by the average 
citizen and some public officials. All 
operations of government are subject to 
its inquisitorial powers, and whenever 
abuses are manifest in the conduct of 
the public business it is the sworn duty 
of the Grand Jury to demand through 
the Courts and the Legislature that they 
be corrected.

They have 
made it self-sustaining and, in addition to/| 
making many valuable improvements to 
the property, they now have a surplus 
of $250,000.00 with which to build a new 
building to be used in connection . with 
the cattle show and other attractions. We 
feel that Mr. Allen should be commended 
for the time and effort that he has de- 
voted to this civic enterprise in making it 
Likewise, we wish to commend 
Benton for the businesslike 
which he has operated the 
fair. having taken over the responsibil- 
ity at a time when the fair was in bad 
financial condition and a HULability to 
everyone connected with it. 

It is obvious that the people of this 
community want a fair and our City 
and County officials should continue to 
support same.

the right that he shall not be 
deprived of property without due 
process of law; (d) the right and 
privilege of exemption from being 
compelled to be a witness against 
himself.

In ad- 
dition, Poland was committed to 
‘support Russia in the 12-nation 
committee.

THE KEY figure in the organi- 
zation of the international brigade 
is the Greek Communist and guer- 
rilla leader, Nicholas Zachariades.

According to reports, Duclos ‘is 
sponsoring the clandestine training 
of the international brigade, which 
includes a sprinkling of veterans 
of the old international brigade 
which fought in Spain.

Does this law impair the free- 
dom of the press in forbidding 
union publications, supported 
out of the members’ dues, to 
publish campaign literature or 
support candidates?

I say freedom of the press is 
not involved. 


The forbiddance is against the 
use of certain money for certain 
nurposes, The union has a right 
to pass resolutions and support 
candidates in print. provided that 
such publication is not supported 
by the dues and other treasury 
funds exacted from the members 
The union mav lend its name to 
a publication which is financed by 
voluntary stock investors, and 
therefore have a voice in print, if 
it wants one. 


WE HAVE a parallel verboten 
in the income tax law which pro- 
vides that the income of immune 
institutions, including religious or- 
ganizations, shall be exempt pro- 
vided that none of it is used for’ 
the purpose of influencing legisla-' 
tion. If you concede the political | 
hygiene and justice of the income! 
tax at all, you can find no consti- 
tutional fault with this provision. 


We don’t have 
ehurch or educational 
tion any exemption. This ex- 
emption is a special privilege 
and its terms hgve been violat- 
ed defiantly by men of the cloth 
and political fakers who run 
espionage rackets in the guise of 
educational concerns. Several 
vears ago I pointed out a case 
to Henry Morgenthau in which 
a clergyman, whose authority 
covered a large number of 
churches, had interfered in a 
strictly political issue and asked 
him what he intended to do 
about it.

that these religious leaders had 
forfeited the tax immunity which 
the law grants to their congrega 
tions under certain definite 
strictions which these clergymen 
thoroughly understood.

I do not dispute their right to 
interfere in politics. But they 
should be the last to evade or 
disobey the law and should pay 
their taxes now without argu- 
ment.

WASHINGTON—An intriguing pattern emerg®s 
from the present high-pressure drive of the pri- 
2 vate utilities to break down safeguards for the 
public built by Congress over many years. 
The tactics are familiar to anyone who has covered the long fight 


here for over a quarter of a century. 


The current campaign originates 
form. ana is directed by, the East- 
ern citadels of the utilities. . Its 
purpose is to restrict further ex- 
tension of public power, particu- 
larly in the West and South, 
which has been going on in re- 
sponse to public demand in those 
still expanding sections for agri- 
cultural and industrial - develop- 
ment. 


THE CAMPAIGN moves along 
two fronts here in Congress. One 
is to reduce appropriations for 
present and projected new pro)- 
ects, to reduce building of Govern- 
ment transmission lines from Gov- 
ernment plants, and to remove 
Federal Power Commission super- 
vision of many rivers of potential 
power development. The other is 
to weaken, if not actually nullify, 
the regulatory authority of the 
Federal Power Commission, In- 
cluding its vigilamce over account- 
ing. 

The campaign seems _ short- 
sighted, at least; since the vari- 
ous reforms of recent years have 
benefited the companies, as well 
as consumers—through the com- 
petition forced upon them by 
the “yardstick” policy of public 
plants here and there. This has 
caused them to expand their 
services to their profit. And the 

regulation has compelled sound 
financing. 

Significantly, the sponsors of 
measures to weaken present Fed- 
eral protective statutes are from 
the East or industrial Middle West 
largely—and not. from the areas 
affected. They come, by and 
large, from sections where private 
power companies still exert a 
strong influence in politics. 


AMONG THEM are comparative 
newcomers to Congress. 


Rep. William Miller, Republican. 
Connecticut, sponsor of two bilis 
to break down the Federal Power 
Commission's authority, came to 
Congress in 19453.
